ARL GrafTunder is one 
teacher who turned the ta­ 
bles on his students and went 
in for homework in a big way. 
An assistant professor of 
architecture at the University 
of Minnesota, Carl decided to 
put some of his classroom 
theory into practice. Result— 
a house built with an eye to the 
budget and the special needs 
of the GrafTunder family— 
wife Marguerite, Susan, 7, 
Peter, 3, and Hurt, I. 
The plans for his modern 
home aren’t available, but 
some of the ideas Carl used 
should prove a help to anyone 
who’s eyeing blueprints and 
checking contracting costs. 
Carl decided a two-story 
house built on three levels 
would give him maximum 
space at minimum cost. Rooms 
are arranged in four areas: 
Constant use: entrances, util­ 
ity room, kitchen and dining 
room are placed near the front 
door on the main level. Sleep­ 
ing quarters and bath are 
downstairs, as is the storage 
room and furnace. The large 
living room is on the upper 
level, slightly above the kit­ 
chen and dining area. 
Carl and one assistant built 
the house. That was a saving to 
start with. He was also able to 
cut corners by carefully plan­ 
ning the use of every inch of 
space. The bath, for example, 
is directly underneath the fire­ 
place. 
In choosing lumber, he se­ 
lected stock sizes and thus 
avoided an extra cost for cut­ 
ting special blocks. Multipur­ 
pose 
materials-new 
plastic 
blocks and boards—were used 
throughout the home. Another 
suggestion for home-builders, 
Carl pointed out, is to avoid 
over-finishing. In his home, 
there is no extra finish on sid­ 
ing. Wax is used instead, with 
barn paint for trim. Matting 
covers the floors.
